In our effort to keep you 
connected, NJ TRANSIT has teamed up with 
goCharge, a leading provider of mobile device 
charging stations, for a pilot program to 
provide FREE charging stations at Secaucus 
Junction and Newark Penn Station. 

Different charging stations are available at 
both locations and equipped with a variety 
of cell phone charging cords, enough to work 
with virtually every cell phone currently on 
the market. 

During the pilot program, NJ TRANSIT is 
interested in gauging customer response for 
potential expansion to other stations in the 
future. NJ TRANSIT will also evaluate the 
potential for charging stations to generate 
non-farebox revenue thanks to their ability to 
stream video advertisements.

Winter Weather Tips

• Grasp handrails when entering or exiting buses and 
trains, especially if stairs are wet and slippery. 



Preparing for Winter 

NJ TRANSIT Fleet and Facilities Will be Ready 





The winter season 
doesn't officially start until 
December 21, but 
NJ TRANSIT is completing its 
weatherproofing of trains, 
buses, stations and terminals. 

Our winterization effort 
includes inspection and 
installation of snowplows 
and salt spreaders on support vehicles for our 
bus, rail and light rail services. 

Meanwhile, bus maintenance workers have 
inspected and winterized our fleet of 2,200 
buses, which includes heating and airbrake 
systems, engine fluids, tires, windshield wipers 
and doors. 

Our rail and light rail employees have 
performed detailed inspections of tracks, 
switches and switch 
heaters to ensure trains 
can safely move from 
one track to another. 

They also performed 
inspections on light 
rail and commuter 
railcars and locomotives, 
including onboard 
heating systems, 
thermostats, weather 
stripping and electronic components. 


Our railroad performs inspections 
and preventative maintenance 
on two rail-mounted jet 
snow-blowers to ensure they 
ready for clearing tracks 
and switches of snow and ice, 
particularly in rail yards. 


Finally, 

NJ TRANSIT makes 
sure that snow 
removal contracts are 
in place with outside 
vendors to clear 
station parking lots 
and walkways in a timely manner.

NJTPD Officer Delivers! 

This issue of Employee Spotlight features 
Police Officer Gary Denamen, part of the 
NJ TRANSIT Police Department (NJTPD) Bike 
Unit. A former New Jersey Department of 
Human Services officer, Gary was asked by 
his superiors to develop a homeless outreach 
program at our Atlantic City Bus and Rail 
terminals. 

Using his contacts within the law 
enforcement, judicial and human services 
communities, Officer Denamen helped to 
create a consortium of agencies that could 
work together to assist those in need. This 
multi-agency group now meets once a 
month to coordinate their activities and 
provide services that will make a meaningful 
difference. 

After learning that many of the homeless 
were military veterans, Officer Denamen 
asked the U.S. Department of Veterans' Affairs 
(VA) to attend the monthly meetings. They 
agreed, and arranged to have its mobile unit 
stationed at the Atlantic City Bus Terminal 
two times each month to help homeless 
veterans.
